PROMINENT PHILATELISMS, 


G. B. CALMAN. 


The subject of our sketch this month is no less a personage than Mz 
G. B, Calman, the great wholesale stamp dealer, who is known in every 
part ofthe world. Mr. Calman is twenty-eight years of age, and was boru 
in New York City. During his early life he received an excellent ednea- 
tion abroad, and it was in the year 1869, while at school.in Germany. 
that he eommeneed his philatelic career. 

He started as 2 collector, but in the year 1874 he went into the stamp 
business, locating himself in New York City—the great stamp centre of 
the world. In 1876 he reecived his first great start in the wholesale line, 
haying purchased a large lot of U. S. of Colombia stamps, which he dis- 
posed of several years afterwards at a fine profit; but had he held them 
still longer he conld have obtained, donble, treble, yes, quadruple the 
amount he reecived for them, as the price of rare U. 8. of Colombia stamps 
was then on the increase. 

Mr. Calman makes a specialty of buying up the old government re- 
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mainders. His last purehase was the remainders of the 1881 and 1886 
issues of Guatemala, for which he paid #5,000. His first speculation was 
in U. 8. department stamps, and he still reeollects the time when seia of 
Treasury department stamps went hegging at $2.50 per 100 sets, and 
thousands could have been purchased at that priee. He purchased a good 
many sets at eight cents per set, and still has some of them on hand. 

His stock is without doubt the largest in the world, and as the prices 
of stamps vary so often, it is somewhat diffienlt to arrive at any correct 
valuation of his large and ever inereasing stock; however, $50,000 would 
hardly cover it. This to some may seem a very high estimate, but Mr. 
Calman’s stock is certainly worth every bit of it, and to those donbting 
this assertion we desire to say that Mr. Calman is ready to prove every 
particle of it. The yearly transactions of his wholesale business vary 
somewhat, but on the average they are between $30,000 and $50,000. At 
times lis business is so large that his three brothers, who haye an interest 
in it, assist him at filling orders, ete, THe imports on the average no less 
than twenty million continentals every year. 

Many if not all dealers are also collectors, and Mr. Calman is no ex- 
ception. He has a magnificent collection, which will compare favorably 
with any in the land. It contains fully 10,000 varieties, among which are 
a cousiderable number of rarities. He collects the stamps of afl countries, 
but his specialty is South America, of whick he has an almost complete 
collection. He is one of the early charter members of the A. P. A., nmem- 
ber of the National Philatetical Society of New York, IL P. V. of Dresden, 
International Stamp Dealers’ Ass’n of Berlin, and National Stamp Deal- 
ers’ Ass’n of the UT. 8, 

It was through Mr. Calman’s energetic efforts that Mr. Corwin re- 
joined the stamp collecting ranks, and by all appearances it leoks as if he 
has come to stay. Mr. Corwin, indeed, has been of considerable assist- 
ance to the A. P. A., and to philately as well, for without him at the 
Boston convention, many things world have been overlooked and left 
undone, and when colleetors awake to this belief, let them bear in mind 
that a share of their praise should fall to the lot of Mr. Calman. 

Mr, G. B. Calman is a brother of Henry L. Calman, the able lienten- 
ani of the Scott Stamp & Coin Co., of which Mr. Henry L. is treasurer, as 
well as being treasurer of the National Society and of the National Stamp 
Dealers’ Ass’n, and with the funds in his hands they are entirely safe, 
and we doubt if a better man for such a position could have been se- 
eured., 

Mr, G. B. Calman makes a trip to Europe every year, and visits all 
the large stamp dealers on the other side of the “big pond.” He com- 
bines business with pleasure on such trips, and adds continuously more 
yaricties to his already large stock on every trip. 
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BLOOD’S CITY DESPATCH. 


Blood’s City Despatch was one of the many local or city delivery 
posts that made @ business of carrying mail matter to the post office. It 
was started by Daniel Otis Blood, under the name of D. OQ. Blood & Co., 
in abont the year 1845. It had an office at 48 South 3rd Street, Phila- 


delphia. e 
Upon the death of Mr. Blood, the post was sold to Chas. Kocher- 
sperger, who still continued it mnder the old name, and removed its office 
to 28 South 6th Street. In 1853 or thereabouts Mr, Chas. Nochersperger 
took in his brother Elbert as a partner, and carried on the business uuder 
the name of ‘* Blood’s Penny Post, Kochersperger & Co., Proprietors.” 

In 1856 the post was loeated at the Areade, on Chestuat st., Phila., 
and in 1860 it was onee more at 28 South Gth street. This time Messra, 
Iliram Miller and John M. Riley are the proprietors. They were not long 
in operation when the U. 8. Post Office Departmeut took steps to break 
up the post; and, as its carrying on was in direct contrayveution of the 
postal laws of this country, they issued a cirenlar dated at Philadelphia, 
January 10, 1862, in whieh they notify their patrons that the post will 
ecase operations on the 11th of that mouth. 


The first stamps issued by this post was in 1846. Type 1 shown 
above was the first to be issned. It was soon followed by type 2, whieh 
has “D. O. Blood & €o.’s” over the man; type 3 soon followed it, with 
“City Despatch?’ under the nian, and minus the lettering on houses. All 
three varieties are printed in black on white paper, and are considered 
quite scarce, each type being worth about ten dollars. The design on 
these stamps is very unique, and is believed to have been put on the 
stamps so as to give an impression of a quick and immediate delivery. 

They were soon followed, the next year, by the following. Type 4 
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was the first issued, followed by type 5, containing the same wording, but 
different and heavier style type; type 6 soon followed type 5, and is some- 
what sinilar to No. 4, except that the word “PA(D” is “POST” in No. 
6. They are all priuted in black on white paper; value about 85 cach.

Type 7 was issued in 1848, and is quite rare, and was in use but a short 
time. It is printed in black on blue paper; value adont $5. No. 8 was 
also issned in 1848; there are three varicties, gold on lilac paper, blue on 
lilac paper, and bronze on black paper. They are not very scarce, a good 
specimen being obtainable at about 50c. Nos. 9 and 10 above illustrated 
were issned in 1849; both are printed in black ou bronze paper. ‘They 
are considered searee, and worth about 81.50 cach. No. 11 was issued in 
1850, and is somewhat like Nos. 9 and 10, except in the centre it has 
“One Cent’? instead of “Paid? or Post Offiee,”’ as in Nos. 9 and 10, 
‘Type 11 is the commonest of all the Blood locals; it is printed in black 
on bronze; value about 25c.

Ih 1858 three new varieties (types 12, 13 and 14) were issued. Type 
12 was the ‘first isstted, and was soon followed by type 13. They were 
both printed in black on green paper, and were not in favor among the 
patronizers on account of the color; very few were used, and consequent- 
ly they are acarec, being worth about $10 each. They were discarded for 
the Henry Clay variety (type 14) which was printed in black on white 
paper. The type is exceedingly common, value abont 25c, 
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During the year 1850 the post issued stamped envelopes containing 
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above designs. There are two varietics of each of the above types, red 
on white paper and red on buff paper. They are all scarce and very de- 
sirable, especially in entire and unused condition, 

The rates charged on letters were, one cent on letters to be dropped 
in the post office (this was in addition to the required amount of post- 
age, which was also affixed to all mail letters). Two cents wassharged 
on all local or delivered letters. i D. Rosle. 


COMMENTS ON CURRENT EVENTS. 


There seemed to be considerable interest taken in the C. P. A. convention, as 
the writer’s proxy was solicited by three different parties, each of whom took 
trouble to have blanks printed. 

What has become of all the U.S. stamps? ‘The writer has used the exchange 
dept. of the A.P.A. for nearly a yearandin that time he has only received about 
three baoks of postage stamps! Either there is a “beautiful scarcity”? of them, 
or Yours Truly” is being neglected. The A. P. A. isa rich field for some deal- 
er having rare U. S. stamps whieh he is willing to sell at reasonable prices, 

While in Boston 8. Allau Taylor informed me thetthe Merehani’s Line Tele 
graph stamps deseribed in the August LEnGER were not used to prepay tele- 
grams, but were given te the messengers as a voucher for the delivery of the 
messages. The boys turned them in at stated intervals and were paid according 
to the number each held. I give his opinion for what it is worth. 

The Stamos Col/ector takes it upon itself to criticize one of the portraits print- 
ed in this paper. The picture in question was considered by many as a good one 
but nothing in the portrait line seems to suit those Tlinois fellows. ‘They evi- 
dently forget that the worst portrait® whieh has been thrust upon the philatelic 
public appeared recently in a Chicago paper, and that it was meant for one of 
the editors of our critic, Some people can ucver see the beara in their own eye. 

The Staanp Collector states that there were forty-five members present at the 
Boston convention against 22 at Chicago in 1887. These figures represent only 
the members present at the opening of the two conventions. At Chicago 27 mem- 
bers attended during the session, while at Boston 69 voting members attended, 
and from six to ten non-voters, 

The Iast number of the Toronto Philatelie Journal contains an advertise- 
ment of counterfeit money, while on the same page another adv. appears of sueh 
a character as should debar it from any respectable paper. Surely philately is 
advaneing in Canada! 

5. B. Bradt and the Sfamp don't seem to agree very well, and the reason 
thereof has puzzled me greatly. I know Bradt to bea real nice fcllow, and I 
think the Denver boys are also, but why this coldness between them? The an- 
nual conventions are the great peace makers, and YH bet a Brattieboro (photo- 
graph) against Samoa that they will be chasing the elephant together at St. 
Louis next year, 

The September number of the American PAilatelist was a few days late ow- 
ing ne doubt to the mmense amount of setting required by the stenographer's 
report of the convention. The atcnographer, by the way, must have been badly 
mixed at times, as his report shows that the writer spoke in fuvor of St. Louis 
for the next convention, whereas I was red hot for Niagara. The words spoken 
were the very opposite of those reported. Alvah Davison.

The First Annual Convention of the €. P. A. was held at No. 19 Richmond 
street, Toronto, Ont., on September 19th and 20th, 1888, 

Meeting called to order at 11 A, MM., Sept. 19th, by President Ketcheson, the 
following members being present: F. J, Grenny, E. Y. Parker, G. A. Lowe, T. 
J. MeMinn, Geo. Walker, J. C. Niesser, W. Wilby, J. Oneson, W. L. Emory, A. 
J. Craiz, F. E. Book, H. E. French, W. D. B. Spry, J. E. Schultz, Mrs. Mason, 
J.A,. Leighton. President appointed Messrs. Wilby, MeMinn and Oneson Com- 
mittee on Credentials, and Messrs. A. J. Craig, Grenny, Spry and the President 
Committee on Constitution and By-Laws. Convention declared open to the 
public, Adjourned until 3 P.¥ + When the Committee on Credentials reported 
favorably on 94 proxies, A. J. Craig, of Picton, N. &., holding 89; W. I. Emory, 
of Fitchburg, Mass., 23; FE. ¥. Parker, 12; F. J. Grenny, 7; W. Wilby, 5; G. 
Walker, 3; the President, 3. Six were rejected. On motion it was decided to 
hold election at 8.30 P.M, On motion a committee Was appointed to prepare a 
design for a C. P, A, badge, and to submit same to the Executive Committee; 
also all reports of officers to be read before being referred to commitice, ‘Ihe Ex- 
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change Superintendent read his report, showing that 28} per cent. of the stamps 
ploced on circuit were disposed of. The Secretary read his report—l22 members, 
with 23 applications on hand. ‘he Treasurer was not present, but made his 
statement through the Secretary; there is a balance on hand of 350 or $60. All 
referred to respective commitiees. On motion, Constitution and By-Laws as re- 
vised, and list of members, ordered printed. Adjowrned. 

Mecting calicd te order at 7.20 P. M. At roil call gee and 93 by proxy. 
Election of offiecrs resulted as follows: Henry Heenier, of Halifax, N. 8., was 
eleetcd President by 5 majority, Mr. Hechler getting 46 votes and Mr. Parker 51. 
Vice-President of Ontario, Geo. Walker received 95 votes. Vice-President for 
Quebce, R. A. B. Hart. ViewPresident for New Brunswick, Henry § Harte. 
Vice-President for Prince Edward Island, Williston Brown. Vice-President for 
Manitoba, J. It. Davidson. Viec-President for British Columbia, J. H. Todd. 
Vice-President for Nova Scotia, A. J. Craig. Seerctary, T. J. McMinn, Toronto. 
Treasurer, H. L. Hart. Exchange Superintendent, F. J. Grenny. Librarian, J. 
A. Leighton. Counterfeit Detector, H. Morrill, Purchasing Agent, H. F. Ket- 
eheson, Official Organ, Halifax Philatetist. Official Editor, Theo. Larsen. Ex- 
eeutive Committee, J. BR. Hooper, C. C. Moreney and F.C. Kaye. Convention, 
1889, Halifax ; time not fixed yet. On motion, the official organ gets $50 per an- 
num, and the Seeretary receives a salary of $25. Adjourned at 11 P. M.

W. K, Moorehead, the secretary of the A. A. A., was seriously injured on 
August 24, by the caving in of a mound at Frankfort, Ohio. He has probably 
recovered ere now, at least, we hope so. We have also been informed that several 
day's previous to the accident Mr. Moorehead while searching through the mound 
builders’ territory, discovered a gigantic skeleton, clad iu a full suit of armor, ap- 
pareatly made of bronze.

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NUMISMATIC NOTES. 


Here is a centsution! The Philadelphia mint coined 3,000,000 cents last 
month. 

The “Bar Cent” was struek in Philadelphia in 1776 or 1783, and is not of 
English origin, as is yenerally believed. 

Russia is the ouly country that issued coins made of platinum. They were 
12, 6, and 3 roubles, and were ecined between the years 1828 and 1845, 

Russia at one time coine ld kopeks which had an intrinsie¢ value of about 
85¢. They bore upon the obW%se the bust of the emperor aid the name of the 
tity where struck, and upon the reverse the arms of Russia—the double headed 
eagic. The date of issue was during the eighteenth century. These gold kopecks 
are now searce, and command a high premium, 

Recently a curiosity in the shape of a double-headed $10 and $20 bill has 
turned up. On one side is a promise to pay $10, and on the other side $90. Mr. 
C.&. Upton, of New York, is the happy possessor, and has been offered $1,000 
for it by a Chicago party. A.M. Craig, of Southington, Conn., also has a double- 
headed $10-20 bill; and swe hear of another in the possession of some one near 
Seneca Falls, N.Y. The bills were issued by the Government for the Second 
National Bank, of Springfield, Mass., in 1861. 

That the Confederate States coined money as well as issued noies, is no doubt 
true. A silver half dollar was discovered soveral years ago by a well known nu- 
mismnatist, who has also discovered its history, and the fact that a mint of the 
Confederate States was situated at New Orleans during the recent rebellion. 
This no doubt was the U. 8. mint, which, when the war broke out, was turned 
over to the Confederates. Only half dollars were issued, ef which only four were 
struck. 

The November number of the LEnger will contain the first part of an excel- 
Ient essay on the copper coinage of this country, including the early colonial 
coins, from the pen of a well informed numismatist. It will be continued in fol- 
lowing numbers of this paper, and will be finely illustrated by cuts of all the 
various types.

Among the early coins of America are the Nova Constellatios, They are of 
two sizes. 

Obverse: An eye in the centre, surrounded with thirteen rays, and thirteen 
stars between the points, Legend: “NOVA CONSTELLATIO.” 

Reverse: A wreath encircles “U. 8. 1000” on the large, and *‘U. 8. 500” on 
the smaller picce. Legend: “LIBERTAS JUSTITIA,” and the date, 1783, in 
the exergue. 

One variety of the smaller sized piece has neither legend nor date on the re- 
verse. 

Those described above are of silver; the copper Nova Constellatios are similar 
in design. One variety has wedge shaped blocks, pointing towards the centre, 
between eack of the stars. Another has “Nova Couste!latio”” apelled with but 
one ‘1.’ Some of the varicties have Roman and others script letters (U7. 8.) in 
the centre of the reverse, surrounded by a wreath ; but none of the copper pieces 
have the denominational figures, as on the silver pieces. The copper pieces have 
various dates, 1788, 1785, and 1786, The latter date is considered the rarest; the 
others are also searce.

NEW YORK NOTES. 


New York City for the 1890 convention. This is the sentiment of several of 
the Western A. P. A. memthers who attended the recent convention.
